Stimson Has 
High Praise For 
Yank Fighters

“It has been sufficient thus far 
to stop the most formidable mili­ 
tary machine in history dead in it1 
tracks, and to set it in reverse,” 
Stimson said 
The secretary said hr found first­ 
hand evidence of Allied unity. 
“It is a powerful weapon unpara- 
llelled :n history and one our ene­ 
mies had not counted on.” Stimson 
emphasized. ”It will be the cause 
of their undoing.” 
“The progress of Allied armies on 
all fronts continued.” Stimson said 
“New’s has been decidedly favor­ 
able.”

Say* Ickes’ Assertion Of Only 
15 Year Petroleum Reserve 
Is All W rong

W ASHINGTON Aug. 5— Dr. G us­ 
tav Egloff of Pittsburgh, known as 
one of the n ation’s foremost 
oil 
research 
experts, 
on 
Wednesday 
flatlv denied the statem ent of Sec­ 
retary of Interior Ickes that the 
United Stares lias only a 14 to 15 
year petroleum reserve. 
“The United State- 
is utilizing 
only about 20 to 30 per cent of its 
oil resources.’ Egloff told a Senate 
Public Lands Committee which is 
considering legislation to authorize 
the m anufacture of synthetic gas­ 
oline. 
Testifying belore the same group 
Ickes. favoring the move to produce 
synthetic petroleum, said that the 
nation’s reserves would be repleted 
in 14 to 15 years. 
“If 
the 
United 
States 
were to 
make gasoline from coal. 8.000.000 
men would be reauired to produce 
as much motor fuel a.- the nation 
now consumes annually." Egloff tes­ 
tified. 
”Bv modern methods it is 
no problem at all to drill as deep 
as iw’o miles and to bring up oil 
sands that contain large am ounts 
of crude oil which have so far gone 
untouched." 
“Moreover, in the natural gases 
of our oil fields there is a 56 year 
supply from which millions of gal­ 
lons of gasoline can be produced.“ 
Egloff. whose firm does research 
work for 27 big oil companies, said 
he had visited every im portant syn­ 
thetic fuel plant in 'he world and 
is particularly familiar with those 
in G e rm a n y ’s R u h r Valley. 
“The G e rm an plants have been 
highly 
successful 
technically, 
but j 
this Ls not true from an economic 
viewpoint," Egloff asserted. 
Egloff had been called to testify 
in connection with a bill authorizing j 
the government 
to 
build, operate ! 
and m a in ta in plants for production ! 
of motor fuel from coal, oil shale, j 
n a tu ra l gas and other substances. 
He was blunt in asserting th a t while f 
G e rm a n y has made much progress, j 
her technologists are far outstrip­ 
ped by American scientists.
